Time Out For Government

Nebraska may not be the most liberal 
minded state in the nation but it has shown 
sparks of liberalism in the past. It has its 
unique marks such as the one-house, non­ 
partisan Legislature and a complete sys­ 
tem of public power. Perhaps it is time to 
take another step and strike another blow 
for the cause of good government. Perhaps 
it is time for us to set aside time-outs for 
government when officials would stop being 
officials for a specific period of time. 
First office to feel the effects of this 
change would be the governorship. Obvious­ 
ly. there is an inher­ 
ent conflict of interest 
in the job and t h i s 
should be eliminated.

about at election time when a governor is 
called upon to be the governor as \vell as a 
candidate for office. Obviously, this is a 
conflict that cannot be resolved as the situa­ 
tion now stands. As governor, the governor 
is dedicated to the best interests of the 
state of Nebraska, He wants and tries to 
do all those things that help and benefit 
the most people, regardless of where the 
chips might fall. 
Rut as a candidate for office, he has 
another interest. He wants to win election 
as an individual, just as any of us might 
want to come out victorious in any compe­ 
tition with others. None of us likes to be 
defeated, regardless of what kind of a con­ 
test it is in which we are engaged. Certain­ 
ly. the governor is not different from the 
rest of us. 
It is a qiK>tii>n. of »ourse. a^ to whether 
the governor wan:s to 
he elected for per­ 
sonal reasons or tor the job he believes he 
can do for the state. But even granted that 
it is basically for what he can or thinks 
he can do for the state, there still remains 
the personal element. We cannot conceive 
of even the mo.-t dedicated public servant 
being oblivious to the personal hurt of de­ 
feat. 
★ 
So, as dedicated as he might be and as 
capable as he might be, it is possible that 
he would behave as governor in such a 
manner as to be re-elected to public office. 
This is a notorious thing that 
must 
be 
slopped. Just this week the governor of Ne­ 
braska made terrific headway in his race 
against Fred Seaton by bestowing an ad- 
miralship in the Nebraska navy upon State 
Fair headliner Dennis Day. The impact of 
this is immediately obvious to all astute po­ 
litical observers. It puts in the governor’s 
pocket every single Irishman in the state. 
We all know that there is nothing so covet­ 
ed as an admiralship in the Nebraska navy. 
Anvone with such a document can go home 
a hero to his wife and children and pos­ 
sibly even impress his neighbors. 
The whole business with the Nebraska 


navy is supposed to be a harmless bit of 
plav and a good way of impressing upon 
visitors the fact that the state welcomes 
them. It is about as non-political a thing 
as there could ever be. Yet. someone ob­ 
jected to the State Fair Board, probably 
Republican State Sen. Don Thompson of 
.McCook, because Governor Frank Morri­ 
son was presenting Dennis Day with an ad­ 
miralship in the Nebraska navy. Later, 
when .Morrison was finally permitted to go 
ahead and make the presentation, Thomp­ 
son walked off the stage in disgust with 
the comment that the governor was mak­ 
ing a political speech. We don't even know' 
what Thompson was doing on the platform 
to begin with, other than getting in a few 
political licks himself. 


★ 
The governor’s “ political” remarks con­ 
cerned the greatness and opportunities of 
the state of Nebraska. That is political, all 
right, because we darn sure wouldn’t ever 
want a governor who thought the state was 
lousy and that it had no opportunities for 
people. So, it is plain to see that the gover­ 
nor let everyone know he has some pre­ 
requisites for his office—he likes the state 
and believes in it 
We certainly can't allow our governor 
to go around e.xpounding such theories as 
that when he is up for re-election. .\s gover­ 
nor, he would have untold opportunities to 
say the same thing over and over again to 
thousands upon thousands of people. The 
only proper thing to do is remove him as 
governor until the llhi’2 elections arc over. 
We will have to change a few more 
things, of cour.se, since if we eliminated the 
governor for three or 
four months, we would 
have to rely on t h e 
lieutenant 
gov e rnor. 
But alas, this poor feh

low, too, is running for office—the same one 
he now holds — so he is ineligible to 
hold down the office of governor. We can’t 
give the job. in fact, to either a Democrat 
or Republican because they would all have 
obviou.s political leanings. We simply liave 
to find a registered independent voter to be 
governor for the months of .\ugust, Septem­ 
ber and October. 
The only alternative is to banish the 
incumbent governor from the stale for three 
months preceding every 
election 
so

Far Out Of Step 


Just how far out of step Rep. Ralph 
Reermann is with the rest of the nation can 
be seen m his vote on a constitutional 
amendment to outlaw the poll tax as a re­ 
quirement for voting. The amendment has 
passed both the House and Senate and now 
goes to the states where 38 legislatures 


W ill need to approve it. If it gains this sup­ 
port, five states will be deprived of the poll 
tax requirement they now have. 
Beermann was the only Nebraskan to 
vote against the measure. It is doubtful that 
Beermann actually favors anything such 
as a poll tax as a reiiuirement for voting. 
His position was undoubtedly based on his 
opposition to government acti\ity. He would 
be of the opinion that if the poll tax is bad, 
it is up to the states involved to eliminate 
it. 
The only problem i?s that tho>e who 
would vote to eliminate it in the states are 
the very ones who are now deprived of vot­ 


ing because of the tax. How could they ever 
\ote the tax out when they are deprived 
of voting in the first place? The situation 
is obviously one in which the federal gov­ 
ernment is the only as well as the last re­ 
sort of those against w hom the poll tax has 
been aimed. 
The House vote 
for the 
amendment 
was 295 to 8 6. Of the 8 6 against, 70 were 
southern Democrats. This left 15 Republi­ 
cans and one Democrat who were opposed 
to the measure for any reason other than 
plain old discrimination. Thus, the real com­ 
parison show's 295 for the amendment and 
16 against it. If Beermann is that opposed 
to government, it is surprising that he can. 
in his farming operations, be a part of the 
government farm program or that he can 
even serve in good conscience as a mem­ 
ber of that government for which he has 
so little use.

HVAR, YUGOSLAVIA — I 
have been writing rather ex­ 
tensively about Yugoslavia 
for three reasons: 
No. 1—One of the major 
foreign-policy battles of the 
Kennedy administration was 
the Senate vote to overturn 
T h e Truman - Fisenhower- 
Kennedy policy of aid to Yu­ 
goslavia and Poland. 
No. 2—Yugoslavia is the 
Cuba of the Soviet 
U n i on . 
After Russian armies liber­ 
ated Yugoslavia from t h e 
Germans — as the .\meri- 
can armies liberated Cuba 
from Spain — the Yugoslavs 
bolted the Soviet and went 
their own merry way. 
And just as Cuba is an 
irritant and potential mili­ 
tary base against the United 
States only 90 miles away, 
Yugoslavia is an irritant and 
has built up its own efficient 
military machine as protec­ 
tion against the Red .\rmy 
which, in Hungary, is less 
than 90 miles away. 
True, the break between 
Yugoslavia and Russia oc­ 
curred during the savagery 
of the Stalin regime, and 
relations are now better un­ 
der the moderate adminis­ 
tration of Nikita Khrushchev.

To them it is a national duty calling 
lor a contribution of a year or 'more oif 
their lives. It may be a long range national 
gain, but for them it is an immediate loss 
during the critical period of their lives.

WASHINGTON—A moving 
force—the Supreme Court’s 
decision on reapportionmcnt 
—and a new institution—the 
televised debate between o{>- 
posing candidates — 
h a v e 
been added to .American pol­ 
itics. It is early yet, but the 
fall election will s h o w to 
some degree their power to 
effect change. 
They 
are here to 
stay. 
Some ^xiliticians are m a d 
and some are glad, but all 
concede that. They also con­ 
cede that the general effect 
ot t)oth is to put incumbents 
of high office, whether state 
or federal, on the defensive. 
Ideologically, they cut botli 
ways, for liberals as well as 
conservatives are subject to 
the vice of rigiditv and tend 
to cling to a vested interest 
in their past. On balance, re- 
apportionment hurts liberals 
less, tor their heartland is 
in the great cities whose vot­ 
ers are newly enlranchised. 
But in the television debate, 
each candidate is on h i s 
own. 
The incredibly fast pace of 
reapportionment has recent­ 
ly been described by Charles 
S. Hhvne, a past president 
of the .American Bar .Associ­ 
ation and counsel to the Ten­ 
nessee complainants upheld 
by the S u p r e m e Court. 
Rhyne says that court ac­ 
tion or its possibility have 
produced more action in five 
months than had occurred 
in the past 25 years. 


His documentation lists 48

This corner was amazed at the driving skill demon­ 
strated by the big car drivers during the speed runs at 
the Nebraska State Fair track Sunday and Monday. 
Cars would hit the deep ruts at the top of a turn— 
and leap high in the air, sometimes landing crossways, 
then bounding high again, before settling back in the 
groove to continue roaring toward the backstreteh. 
It was miraculous that none of the cars flipped. And 
it was nothing unexpected when some of the cars checked 
in with bump-inflicted disabilities. 
Visiting with Wayne Panter, former Star staffer now 
an official with National Speedways, which directs the 
races at the Fair, I was surprised to learn how many of 
the drivers on the LMC.A oireult finally make it “ big” in 
auto racing. 
So 1 asked Panter to serve as guest columnist today. 
Here’s what he’s got to say: 
Top Crop 
Year in and year out, patrons of Nebraska State Fair 
automobile racing are privileged to witness in action the 
very cream of a fast-rising crop of drivers destined for 
starring roles in the speed sport’s stellar attraction, the 
Indianapolis “ ,560.” 
Auto racing, like baseball, has its graduated system 
of leagues, and the last stop along the route to the “ big 
one” at Indy, the “ finishing school,” so to speak, is the 
International Motor Contest .Associaton, w'hich sanctions 
the speed events here at our fair, as well as at scores 
of other major fairs and expositions from Canada to the 
Southern United States. 
Scarcely a driver who has gained the acclaim of the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway’s vast throngs has not taken 
on his final polish, gained that bit of extra know-how that 
distinguishes the superb from the merely good, has not 
acquired it in the no-quarter-asked-or-given competition 
of IMCA. 
An oiitstaiuiiug example is l*arnelli Jones, who in .May 
of this year was the first driver ever to qualify for the 
“ .500” at a speed in excess of 1.50 miles per hour. Another 
is Jim llurtubise, who a year earlier topped 149. 
Rookie Honors 
Both earned ‘ rookie of the year” honors in their 
Speedway debuts — F^arnelli in 1% 1, Hurtubise in 1960— 
as have Bobby Grim (1959). Jim McElreath (1962), Don 
Branson (1958) and others, all former I.MCA stars who 
have appeared here 
Several factors work to make the state fair circuit 
the proving ground for auto racing’s premier attraction. 
Much of the equipment run in LMC.A is equal or superior 
in power to that running at Indy, and many of the IMC.A 
race car owners are "old heads,” long in the racing 
game and able to recognize talent or its promise and to 
single out from among the vast ranks of aspiring young 
drivers those with ability to drive fast and skillfully. 
Then, too, rules and supervision of IMC.A competition 
are quick to weed out the inept and inexperienced, caU 
for the ultimate in mechanical safety equipment and are 
administered bv men with long experience in racing. 
Next '500' Cham p? 
There’s every likelihood that one of the 25 to 30 driv­ 
ers who are racing here this week will be 1963’s top In­ 
dianapolis ro()kie — perhaps even the winner! 
Watch him as he brings his sleek monster out of 
that far turn, straightens it out, guns it down the chute 
with racketing exhaust echoing out of the big grandstand, 
then cocks it into that treacherous first turn to blast 
through and scream dowm the back straight. 
See if you can pick him out! 
PS: There’s one more day of State Fair big car rac­ 
ing on tap — Thursday, with fellows like IMCA champ 
I'ete Folse trying to gam some revenge on upstart Harold 
Leep who has won the first two f eat ures.
